WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 (AP)— | 
Factory workers averaged $50.98) 
for a 40.5-hour week in October, 
the. Bureau of Labor Statistics 
reported today. Average hourly 
earnings went up from $1.249 in 
September to $1.257. 

As usual, the durable goods in- 
dustries led in earnings, advanc- 


to a record high of $54.66 a 


week averaging 40.9 hours. 

In the automobile § industry 
weekly earnings of $60.71 passed 
the wartime high by more than 
$1, while the 39.6-hour work week 


was just under the postwar rec-| 
ord of March 1947.

erage of $54.14 in October for a 
work week of 40.6 hours. 

In non-durable goods industries,

“The President’s proposals for 
huge outlays for education, social 
welfare and housing, just to men- 
tion a few, seem way out of line 
even if Congress does authorize 
these programs,” Taber added, 

Whatever the decision on his

The Americans were understood 
to have sent a recent memoran- 
dum to the Government demand- 
ing that Stratos co-operate or be 
removed from the Cabinet. The 
demand was said to have been

NE DELHI, Jan. 13 (AP)— 
Mohandas K. Gandhi started a fast 
for communal peace in Delhi and 
India today. The 78-year-old, 
trail Indian patriot and advocate 
of non-vidlence, rejected  last- 
minute appeals from Hindu, Sikh 
and Moslem delegationg that he 
give the people 15 days to restore 
peace before beginning his fast. 

Trading was suspended in mar- 
kets of Bombay, Calcutta and 
Madras because of the depressing 
effect of Gandhi's fast. Trading 
in seed, cotton, bullion and stocks 
halted in Bombay. 

Gandhi, receiving the Hindu, 
Sikh and Moslem delegations in the 
garden of a. millionaire friend’s 
home, here, told them in Hin- 
dustani, “You must prefer Gandhi 
or lawlessness. You can’t have 
beth.” He asserted life had no 
value nor attraction without peacé 
and love. 

Promptly at 11 a.m, (11:30 p.m, 
Monday St. Louis time) Gandhi 
pointed to the reninants of his 
breakfast of goat's milk and vege- 
tables, from which he had been 
eating sparingly, and said, “Take 
it away. It is time.” 

He timed the start of the fast 
with his watch. He then rinsed 
his mouth with water and held a 
brief prayer service for his as- 
sembled friends and others, read- 
ing selectiong from the Mohamme- 
dan Koran, the Christian Bible 
and the Hindu Vedas or religious 
tenots., 

Statement by Gandhi. 

In undertaking his fast, Gan- 
dhi said it “will end when and if 
I am satisfied that there is a 
reunion of the hearts of all com- 
munities, brought about without 
any outside pressure, but from an 
awakened sense of duty.” 

“Death for me would be a 
glorious deliverance, rather than 
that I should be a helpless wit- 
ness of the destruction of India, 
Hinduism, Sikhism and Islam,” 
he said. “That destruction § is’ 
certain if Pakistan insures no

American industry plans to spend 
about $4,100,000,000 on new plants 
and equipment and $100,000,000 on 
old plants and equipment in the 
first three months of 1948. 

Ih releasing these figures in a 
joint report today, the Commerce 
Department and Securities Fx- 
change Commission said the 
planned spending would eet an an- 
nual rate about twice that of 1941 
and more than 80 per cent higher 
than that of 1929—the record pre- 
war year. 

If sustained it would meet in 
about three years the 50 billion 
dollar goal for industrial expan- 
sion “over the next few years” 
which President Truman men- 
tioned in his message to Congress. 

The joint report said the rate

|mum period of 26 weeks, instead | 
of 20, and drastic’restrictions on 
benéfit payments to persons who 
voluntarily quit their jobs or are 
discharged tor cause, are proposed 
in a bill introducéd in the Mis- 
kourl House today by the Spencer 
Committee. 

The present maximum benefit 
for eligible jobless persons is §20 
a week for not more than 20 
weeks. The bill would make no 
change in the $20 a week ceiling in 
the present law, but extends the 
maximum period to 26 weeks. 

Other major amendments of the 
jobless insurance law, proposed in 
the committee’s bill, include a four 
quarter base for computing earn- 
ings credits of benefit claimants | 
instead of the present eight quar- | 
ters, and a more graduated merit | 
classification schedule of jobless | 
insurance tax rates on the annual | 
payroll of employers. 

Extended Inquiry. 

The bill was prepared by the 
committee after an extended in- 
vestigation of the unemployment. 
compensation insurance law, au- 
thorized by the 1947 legislature. 

Representative George A. 
Spencer of Columbia, chairman, 
said the committee had not com- 
pleted its inquiry into administra- 
tion practices of the State Divi- 
sion of Employment Security, 
which supervises State unemploy- 
ment compensation, and its allied 
state employment service. Recom- 
mendations on any necessary 
/ changes relating to administrative 
| practices will be made later by 
the committee, he said. | 
| The proposal to increase the) 
_maximum benefit period from 20 
_to 26 weeks was made, it was said, | 
more adequately to meet needs in | 
the event of any extended depres- | 
sion period, and to conform to | 
practices in other states. 

Quarter Period 

Missouri is the only state new | 
using an eight-quarter period for 
_computing the wage credits of 
workers, in determining jobless 
benefits if they become unem- 
ployed. In some’ instances this 
would permit persons who te- 
mained unemployed to file claims 
for benefits in two successive 
years without intervening employ- 
ment. 

The four-quarter base provided 
by the bill would limit claims 
for benefits of 26 weeks in one 
| year. 

_ Persons who voluntarily quit 
| their jobs without goed cause at- 
tributable to the employment now 
are entitled to receive jobless ben- 
efits, subject to penalties up to 
| nine weeks. 

_ The committee bill in effect 
would eliminate payment of any 
benefits to persons who quit their 
jobs voluntarily or who are dis- 
| charged for cause. 

This would be accomplished by 
an amendment making individuals 
who quit voluntarily, or are dis- 
charged for cause, ineligible for 
benefits until they had obtained 
work and had been employed for 
five weeks. If the. individual.again 
quit, or was again discharged for 
| cause, he still would be ineligible. 
. ‘There has been considerable con- 
_troversy over provisions of the, 
-present.law permitting benefit pay- 
ments to persons who quit work 
voluntarily. Records of the divi- 
sion of employment security show | 
that during the 1946-1947 fiscal 
“year, ending last June 30, benefit 
payments totaling $1,769,916 were 
made to voluntary quitters, or 9.6 
per cent of the total of $18,500,204 
of benefits paid all claimants in

Chill in British Relations. 

The growing chilliness of Britain 
toward the Polish-Russian split 
was becoming noticeable. Before 
his departure for the Moscow Con- 
ference, Anthony Eden privately 
told me there was little possibility

I reminded him that he himself, 
In a formal note of July 30, 1941,

were old enough when the grave 
was discovered to prove the men 
had becn buried there somctime 
in the spring of 1941. The Rus- 
sians occupied the Katyn area at 
that time. 

The Russian prosecutor pro- 
duced his awn atar witness—a 
Bulgarian scientist who had been 
used by the Nazis in 1943 as an 
official observer of the opening 
of the grave. 

The Bulgarian now testified the 
Germans had permitted him to ex- 
amine the grave for only 1 
minutes, and that he had been 
coerced, at gun point, into making 
his report which accused the Rus- 
sians. . 

As for the Bulgarian witness, 
the tribunal failed to note that he 
had been arrested by the Russian 
secret police when the Red army 
entered Bulgaria; had been con- 
fined to prison for a long period, 
and now was telling an entirely 
different story from the one he 
had presented before. 

The ultimate sentence of the 
Nazi war leaders eliminated men- 
tion of Katyn, though it had been 
prominently mentioned in the in- 
dictment. 

Obliquely, then, the Germans— 
though certainly guilty on other 
counts—had been acquitted of kill- 
ing the 11,000 Polish officers, 

The Death of Sikorski, 

The rupture of Polish-Russian 
relations in April, 1943, over the 
-Katyn incident, did not lessen our 
participation in the war against 
Hitler and our efforts to re- 
establish our relations with the 
Kremlin, Gen. Sikorski kept up 
his efforts to heal the breach until 
the end of his life. 

Before his last trip—an inspec- 
tion of our army in the Middle 
East—he asked the British and 
American Governments to obtain 
permission from Stalin to visit the 
Red leader in Moscow. He flew 
to Palestine for the inspection and 
remained there a while, awaiting 
an invitation that never came. 
Sorrowfully, but still hopeful of 
an accord, he started his return 
trip to London. 

He flew from Cairo to Gibraltar. 
At 11 p.m. on July 4, 1943, Gen, 
Sikorski’s Liberator plane strug- 
gled off the short runway at Gi- 
braltar, was buffeted bya gale and 
failing engine power, and plum- 
meted into the water. He, his 
daughter, all of his staff and a 
British M.P. attached to him went 
to their deaths. The only sur- 
vivor was his Czech pilot. Poland 
and the world had lost a great 
man. 

The death of Prime Minister Si- 
korski was mourned throughout 
the Allied world, with the excep- 
tion of Russia. While Roosevelt 
and Churchill joined in expres- 
sions of regret, their colleague 
Stalin remained ominously silent. 

In that atmosphere of broken 
Soviet-Polish relaticns, I was 
named Prime Minister of our Gov- 
ernment in exile on July 14, 10943, 
after we had sought and obtained 
the consent of our Polish under- 
yound parliament by means of 
our radio contacts from London. 

My immediate task was to re-

Stalin he could straighten out the 
Polish-Russian problem. 

I wanted to see him, to warn 
him of Stalin’s tactics. I asked for 
an appointment in Washineton or 
anywhore else along the way to 
Tehran, but the White House said 
the best that Roosevelt could do 
was to see me the following Janu- 
Ary. 

[I was aiso unable to see 
Churchill, who likewise believed 
he could do business with Stalin, 
though I did learn from the Brit- 
ish that the reason for not seeing 
me at just this time was fear 
that it might antagonize Stalin 
and prompt him to snub the méet- 
ing—as he had snubbed the Que- 
bec Conference. 

The world has never beén told 
what actually occurred at Tehran, 
There was, of course, the short, 
lofty statement of Dec. 6, 1943, 
containing such phrases as “Our 
nations shall work together in 
war and in the peace that will 
follow” . . “we look with confi- 
dence to the day when all peoples 
of the world may live free lives 
untouched by tyranny and accord- 
ing to their varying desires and 
their own consciences.” 

But behind these classic words 
lay one of the most infamous in- 
justices of history. 

Poland, first to fight Hitler, had 
been cold-bloodedly divided by 
Stalin, Stalin easily forced Roose- 
velt and Churchill into appease- 
ment. 

Churchill Tells the Story. 

I saw Churchill on Feb, 6, 1944, 
and he came right to the point. 
‘*“You know, there will be no 
restoration of Polish-Soviet rela- 
tions unless you agree to territo- 
rial changes,” he said. .“As a mat- 
ter of fact, the Russians are de- 
manding political changes in your 
government, but we can overcome 
those objections, we believe, if you 
consent to the territorial changes. 
They're more important.” 

“But I'm not empowered to give 
away half of my country,” I pro- 
tested. 

Churchill turned away, rather 
unhappily. “I'll have. a_ public 
statement about this matter in the 
near future,” he said.

erans aré still without adequate housing. 

What are the veterana, é@specially the 
biggest group, doing to secure housing 
at pricés veterans can afford? (75 per 
¢ent cannot pay over $50 a month.)

What has our building industry done’ 
As the Mayor just challenged the Real 
Estate Board, the aggregate value of 
bullding permits issued in 1047 was the 
highest since 1928--but for home-seekers 
there weré only 802 family-unit permits 
issued. More homes have been built in 
the county, but at what a price! 

What are our city notables doing? 
They aré planning a World's Fair in 
five years’ time.

A Blow at Discrimination 


In one of its most unusual actions in many 
years, the United States Supreme Court unani- 
mously has put it up squarely to the University 
of Oklahoma to admit a Negro-Chickasha gir! 
who was barred from the state's law schoo) at 
Norman solely because of the color of her skin. 
Three things about the decision make it 
remarkable: 


1, It is handed down only four days after 
the court heard oral arguments. Often cases 
are long discussed within the court and re- 
main undecided for weeks to months. 


2. It bears the seldom-used words “the 
mandate shall issue forthwith.” The usual 
time for issuing the mandate is 25 days after 
the announcement of the decision. 


3. It goes beyond the 6-to-2 decision in the 
Gaines case 10 years ago. By the Gaines de- 
cision, the State of Missouri was allowed to 
set up a separate law school for Negroes in 
St. Louis. 

It is clear from this combination of extraor- 
dinary circumstances the Supreme Court méans 
to use ifs full influence and authority to do 
something about the discrimination which has 
been heaped on Negroes who have sought uni- 
versity training in certain states. There is even 
good reason to believe that the court sought to 
induce the University of Oklahoma to admit the 
petitioner, Ada Lois Sipuel, at the opening of 
the second term day after tomorrow. 

However this may work out, the court did not 
accidentally say that Oklahoma “must” provide 
a legal education for Miss Sipuel “as soon as 
it does for applicants of any other group.” By 
these words, the court seemingly sought to head 
off the establishment of a separate law school, 
which Oklahoma sald would take two months or 
more. Apparently, Supreme Justices, four of 
whom are natives of the South, do not wish to 
be responsible for the creation of any more 
makeshift law schools which do not provide legal 
education equal to that provided in state-sup- 
ported white schools. 

This decision is directed at Oklahoma, but it 
has its meaning for Missouri as well, Student 
polls at Columbia, like those at Norman, show 
that the students favor admission of Negroes as 
students in courses which taxes paid by Negro 
parents help maintain. The decision in the Okla- 


homa casé shows the considerable development . 


of the views of the Supreme Court in the decade 
since Charles Evans Hughés read the ruling in 
the Gaines case. 

What do President Middlebush ‘of the Univer- 
sity of Missouri and the other administrative 
officers at Columbia now think of this issue in 
the light of the University of Oklahoma de- 
cision? What do members of the university 
board think of it? 

If they believe that the time has come to 
change the old policy of discrimination, the new 
Missourl Constitution opens the way for them. 
Thé dd Constitution required segregation. The 
new Constitution says that separate schools shall 
be the rule except as otherwise provided by the 
Législature. Were the administrators and cura- 
tors of the University of Missouri to recommend 
an end to discrimination at the university level 
the question would then be one for the Legisla- 
ture to decide. 

That would provide an opportunity to illumi- 
naté this issue with the light of publie opinion. 
There is a good chance that the opposition 
would be surprisingly small, 

Be that as it may, the University of Oklahoma 
decision suggests that Missouri should be find- 
ing out. It would be an embarrassment to Mis- 
souri to learn that it was trailing Oklahoma in 
putting aside racial préjudice in university edu- 
cation. That is now a distinct possibility. 
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A Russian Threat 


A Russian newspaper in Berlin hints that the 
United States and Gréat Britain may be asked to 
withdraw from the city at the next meeting of 
the Allied Contfol Council for Germany. The 
request, if made, certainly will be rejected by 
Gen. Clay and his British opposite number, Gen. 
Robertson. 

At this point, nothing less than force could 
cause a retirement. The Russians know that, eo 
their demand may not materialize. The alleged 
reason for it is nevertheless interesting. It is 
described as the result of closer co-operation 
between the two Western powers in their, zones 
of the Reich, specifically the setting up of a joint 
economic administration in Frankfurt. 

Such interest in the bizone comes most inap- 
propriately from thé Russians who have for 86 
long been operating in the section of Germany 
assigned to them without consulting anybody or 
reporting to anybody, except in the most rou- 
tine, inconsequential way. If there is a tight 
shoe in the Reich, it certainly is on a Red foot. 
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6000 Mine Safety Vivlations! 


Why should Congress pass a federal mine in- 
spection law with teeth? 

The answer is written in large létters for all 
who read the Interior Department's report on 
vidlations of the federal safety code: 


More than 6000 violations were found in thé 
1000 mines which were inspected last year. 


Only 14 of the 25 coal-producing states co- 
operated with the federal mine safety code. 

The Governor of Illinois, whose negligence 
and compromising of the state mine inspection 
strvice was followed by 111 deaths at Centralia, 
wrote in protest: “It seems to me that at the 
present time the forcing of a federal mine safety 
code upon the state is a violation of state's 
rights.” 

As Representative Price of the East St. Louis 
district’ says, there is no need whatever for 
further hearings on this issue. The Landis bill 
to provide federal safety enforcemént should be 
reported out of committee and passed. 

What is Congress waiting for—another Cen- 
tralia? Gov. Green took that risk and men who 
had pleaded with him were brought lifeless out 
of Centralia Coal Co, Mine No. 5. Does Con- 
gress want the same risk on its part paid for in 
the same way? 
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Peacetime Blood Banks , 


Américans displayed a heartening spirit of 
compassion in contributing to Red Cross blood 
banks during the war. One hopes that they will 
again do so now that the organization is em- 
barked on the establishment of 140 metropolitan 


‘ and 250 secondary peacetime blood centers, the 


first of which has just opened in Rochester, 
N. 3: ‘ 

If not in wartime quantities, whole blood and 
plasma nevertheless are daily necessities. Hem- 
orrhage in accidents, shock, surgery, childbirth 
and many other cases calls for them. And, 
under the old fee system, transfusions are al- 
most forbiddingly expensive to many persons, 
especially if a considérablée number is required. 
Undér the néw Red Cross system, both whole 
blood and plasma will be available with the pa- 


seb 


tient paying a fee to a physician or hospital only 
for their administration. 

Once the new centers are established, it is 
estimated that donations of 3,700,000 pints of 
blood will be required each year to keep them 
in operation. These, we are sure, will he 
forthcoming. 
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The New Budget 


Senator Taft is quite right. The budget out- 
lined by President Truman yesterday does look 
high. That's inevitable in a world comparatively 
free of shooting war, but by no means at peace. 
After all, 79 per cent of the proposed expendi- 
tures, as Mr. Truman said, “directly reflect the 
cost of war, the effects of the war and our ef- 
forts to prevent a future war.” This is spending 
which cannot be avoided. 

The real question is whether the budget is a 
reasonable one. The fact that onl¥ 21 per cent 
of the $39,668,000,000 total is earmarked for ex- 
penses not connected with war argues that it is. 
Also reassuring is the prospect of a surplus of 
almost $4,808,000,000 which, if the President has 
his way, will be used to further reduce the na- 
tional debt. As the White House figures for 
1947, 1948 and 1949 show, that load is being re- 
duced none too fast. 

The unexpectedly large surplus of $7,482,000% 
000 now virtually assured for the end of the 
current fiscal year in June will be a great temp- 
tation to Republican tax-cutters. But before 
they sharpen their knives, they had better give a 
second and third thought to the debt. They 
should not forget that interest on this runs to 
roughly five billion dollars, an amount which 
the taxpayers will have to defray year in and 
year out unless the debt is reduced. 

This takes much of the attraction out of tax- 
cut talk. It is unfortunate that the President 
felt politically compelled to counter Representa- 
tive Knutson’s proposals with a tax slash of his 
own, no matter how modest. He was in better 
position when he opposed reduction on the 
ground that the American people should reduce 
their debt while able to do so. Any tax cut at 
all is a contribution to inflation. This continues 
to be the country’s No. 1 problem. 

Budget messages necessarily are matters of 
informed guess work. Increas¢d prosperity 
could enhance the expected federal income. A 
recession would redute the tax yield. Some 
items may have to be added later. Others may 
turn out to be more expensive than now calcu- 
lated. Good fortune and prudent appraisal may 
reduce still others. It is a foregone conclusion 
that the Republican Congress will not accept all 
of the President’s recommendations in connec- 
tion with social security, health insurance, hous- 
ing and education? These items are eminently 
defensible, but there is no ignoring the mood 
prevailing on Capitol Hill. 

Oné hopes, however, that in the G.O.P. drive 
to win the White House, meat-cleaver tactics 
will not be used on the Marshall plan and the 
armed services. Expensive as these may be, they 
dre essential to world peace and national se- 
curity. It is to be hoped, too, that Congress will 
not forget that inflation is as s@rious an enemy 
as any other. 
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Exit for Pauley 

Why doesn’t Edwin W. Pauley get out of pub- 
lie office? And if he doesn’t get out, why doesn't 
Président Truman, after most of the country had 
enough, ask him to go? Harold Stassen said it in 
a nutshell: 

“Does a man who has admitted under investi- 
gation that he made approximately $1,000,000 

. in personal profit by speculating since the 
war in increased prices of food and commodi- 
ties, belong in the position of assistant to the 
Secretary of the Army for Procurement and In- 
dustrial Mobilization?” 

Mr. Pauley virtually apologized two months 
ago for staying on by promising in effect to get 
out Jan. 3 at the latest. ‘ Yet he continues to 
hang on, and is conducting a raucous campaign 
against Mr. Stassen. The longer Mr. Pauley 
stays in office the more he discredits himself. 
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Retreat Into Ignorance? 

The quality of education in American publi¢ 
schools is rapidly deteriorating because of the 
employment of teachers not fit for their jobs. 
This situation is going from bad to worse with 
every prospect of a major crisis before 1955, ac- 
cording to areport made in the Elementary Jour- 
nal of the University of Chicago by Harl R. 
Douglas and Lioyd H. Elliott. 

The origin of the trouble is in the low pay 
offered school teachers, but already poor in- 
structors are getting better wages than did the 
competent ones of yesterday. So many persons 
have left the profession and so few are willfng 
to enter it that many school boards have no 
choice but to grant temporary teaching certifi- 
cates to unqualified individuals. ‘ 

No end of this trend is in sight. According 
to census figurés, 143,000 more teachers will be 
needed in 1955 than were employed in 1946. In- 
deed, the child population of the United States 
is rising so rapidly that 12,180 more teachers 
were needed in 1947 than in 1946. As a result, 
125,000 teachers were employed in the school 
year 1946-47 on a substandard basis. 

At the same time, only 2 per cent of the mil- 
lions of students attracted to Ameri¢an institu- 
tions of higher learning by the G.I, Bill of Rights 
were enrolled in teachers’ colleges, and not’even 
all of those really intend to enter the profession. 

What lies ahead is obvious: more and more 
crowded class rooms, poorer and poorer instruc- 
tion, a lower and lower standard of American 
education. The success of democracy, however, 
always has depended on the intelligent participa- 
tion of the people in their government. In an 
éra in which political, €conomic and social prob- 
lems are growing more and more complex, the 
United States cannot afford a retreat into ignor- 
ance, voluntary or involuntary. Teaching must 


be made more attractive—and soon.

Politics at the Hunger Line 


Two and a half acres of reasonably good land 
barely provide a living for a human being, ac- 
cording to nutrition experts, but the world ratio 
has fallen to 2 acres. 

The United States has more than 2'2 acres 
per capita, but foreign policy and moral obliga- 
tion call for sharing food with less fortunate 
peoples. América itself approaches’ the hunger 
line so long as H. H. Bennett, chief of the Soil 
Conservation Service, must report that a fourth 
of the crop land “is being damaged at a critically 
rapid rate of erosion.” 

Nevertheless, economy Congressmen carry 
knives for soil conservation, the Farm Bureau 
is trying to submerge the SCS and ranchers are 
lobbying to take over the public range.

From Life 


The harassed-looking man who is the 
subject of this piece has one of the newest 
jobs that has yet been created by the post- 
war disruptions in the United States econ- 
omy. He works all day and sometimes far 
into the night with 
only one aim in mind 
~to Duy steel on the 
“gray market” that 
has been created by 
the shortage of this 
vital material. 


Sometimes he has 
to pay $350 a ton for 
steel sheets that cost 
only $85 when bought 


‘in the standard mill- 


to-customer channels. 
Often he pays $11 for 
a $4 keg of nails. Yet, 
although hé is will- 
ing to pay almost 
any price in or out 
of reason, he has to work like a bird dog 
to buy any steel at all. Even for the priv- 
llege of being gouged by the racketeers of 
the gray market, he has. to hunt, search, 
beg and wheedle—and spend days at a time 
running down a deal through the maze of 
false rumors, phony sharpshooters and out- 
rageous profiteers who make up the gray 
market. 


Norman J. Edalmann 


His name is Norman J. Edelmann, and 
he has been successively a réal estate 
broker, distributor and publicity man, He 
became a customer of the gray market by 
accident, when an automobile manufacturer 
told him, “Norman, you know a lot of pev- 
ple, Why don’t you see if you could scrape 
mé up some steel?” 


Dozens Want a Cut 


Now, from a brownstone housé near New 
York’s East River, he runs an odd little 
firm called Know-How, Inc. The firm is 
composed of him and an assistant, a girl 
named Dorothy O’Keefe, who is possibly 
the most efficient person in the world at 
manipulating a switchboard and simultane- 
ously taking shorthand. She has to be gaod 
~because Edelmann does nearly all of his 
work by phone. 


All day long he gets calls from people 
offering him steel or, more usually, tell- 
ing him they think they know somebody 
who knows somebody who has steel for 
sale. 
outgoing wires busy trying to trace down 
the rumors and locate the steel. This is 
sometimes harder than finding a BB shot 
dropped into the East River—because for 
every ton of steel that actually exists in 
the gray market there are a dozen gray- 
marketeers trying to cut in on the deal. 


To déscribe his woes Bdelmann has ¢re- 
ated a néw vocabulary. Whén hé is look- 


Between incoming calls he keeps the’ 


ing for the real owner of a batch of steel 
that as many as half a dozen gray-market 
agents have offered him, he is “shaking out 
the fleas in this deal.” When he spends a 
month running a rumor down from Agent 
D to Agent C and all the way back to A, 
only to discover that it was false, he says, 
“I've been riding the daisy chain again,” 


Unlike the people from whom he buys, 
Edelmann is a legitimate operator, He rep- 
resents 68 manufacturing companies which 
are unable to buy enough steel:through the 
regular channels and need it so badly that 
they will go to almost any lengths to find 
and buy it. He charges them a standard 
fee on all that he is able to get for them 
$5 a ton for less than 1000 tons, $1 a ton 
for larger lots. This is enough for a profit, 
but it is small change compared to what 
other people are making in the gray mar- 
ket, 


There is a story in the trade that one 
man got hold of 350 tons of steel at the 
standard mill-to-customer price, picked up 
a telephone and sold it immediately at an 
overcharge of $100 a ton—thus making $35,- 
000 in the course of a three-minute phone 
conversation, Like all gray-market transe- 
actions this one was perfectly legal, .al- 
though its morality is something else again. 


Where It Comes From 


Nobody Knows how big the gray market 
is, but by conservative estimate it runs to 
at least 5 per cent of all steel made in the 
United States, or about 4,000,000 tons a year. 
Where thé@ steel comes from is another: 
mystery—becausée the men who supply it 
like to remain anonymous and buyers like 
Edelmann never @sk questions. 


Doubtless some of it comes from well-es- 
tablished purchasers who have been buying 
steel for years from one of the big milla, 
are atill getting it and either are getting 
more than they need or can maké more 
money by resélling the metal than by ualng 
it themselvés. 


It may also be that people with an “in” 
at some mills are able to buy steel with 
no other thought than reselling it. What 
ever the source of the steel, it has foa- 
tered one of the most profitable gray-mar- 
ket operations of all time. Every time a 
10,000-ton batch of steel leaks out of stand- 
ard trade channels, it represents a poten- 
tial profit of a million dollars or more for 
somebody—and it is éstimated that there 
are 2000 people in New York City alone 
working full or part time to cut themselves 
in, 

Even though Congress has started to in- 
vestigate these “unethical practices,” the 
gray market will probably continue to roll 
up tremendous killings until steel produe- 
tion and demand are finally brought into 
balance, 


Tax Sleuths Are 


Worth 


Their Hire 


From the Milwaukee Journal 


The Bureau of Internal Reévenué has re- 
cently made a numbér of income tax stud- 
ies that cover various businesses and pro- 
fessions. The bureau has discovered, 
among other things, that some East Coast 
commercial fishermen have been manipu- 
lating their books and that many physi- 
clans and farmers, by keeping no books at 
all, have “forgotten” some of their income. 

The bureau now knows of several new 
schemés that are being used in the evasion 
of taxes, It is seeking to learn of others. 
The genéral knowledge thus developed 
should be of assistance in checking indi- 
vidual returns. 

The fact is that persons whose income 
derives from sources other than payrolis 
often can, if they wish, fail to report all 
their income with little danger that the 
fraud will be discoveréd by a routiné chéck. 
It requires & more detailed study than 1s 
routinely given to uncover such evasions, 


The present campaign to learn the vari- 
ous patterns of such efforts is a good 
move. After that, results will depend on 
how many examiners there are to check 
returns. If the number is adequate, the 
chance that a taxpayer can cheat the Gov 
ernment for long will be lessened, 


For that reason, the recent congressional! 
cut in the appropriations for the bureau 
was highly doubtful economy. Since it is 
known that a properly trained bureau 
agent will earn for the Treasury many 
times his annual pay, there has been no 
saving here. There has been a loss. 


When nien are being regularly caught in 
their efforts to evade, fewer men feel 
tempted. Even some of those who thought 
they might “get by with it” have a change 
of heart and ask to make amended re- 
turns. The total gain for the Treasury

FOREIGN MUD. by Maurice Collis. (Alfred A. Knopf.) 


The role of opium in Chinese history is 
much underéstimated in the Western world. 
Opium—not gunpowder—has been the 
prime weapon during many fractions of 
Chinese history of native and Western im- 
perialisms alike. This superbly-written 
study concerns itself primarily with the 
early 1800s, when opium brought on an 
open war between England and the then- 
reigning Chinese Government, 

Even today, opium addicts one-third of 
the Chinese adult population, It is an open 
secret that the Western powers, particu- 
Inrly England, have used it as a political 
weapon, and the Kuomintang Government 

despite exterior laws against ite sale and 
use—numbers among its ministers many 
who derive their personal fortunes from 
this versatile by-product of the poppy. 

Physically, the history of opium in China 
might be considered as a continuous éx- 
pression of the conditions surrounding our 
history from 1919 to 1933, when the Vol- 
stead Act made liquor the ruler of men, 

ies, and states. Entangled in Oriental 
politics, it exerted an insidious influence. 

At the conclusion of the Anglo-Chinesé 
opium-war, the author points out, these 
events amounted “in stm to entry into 
China's forbidden close, into the Far 
East's very heart, of the energies and ideas 
of the Western world, an irruption fatal 
in the end to the Great Pure Dynasty, 
and which enthroned the dominant white 
races as masters of the whole globe, a mas- 
tery against which the Japanése counter- 
attacked exactly a hundred years later and 
which they had not the strength to shift.” 

Collis has a masterful prose style, 
wholly unexpected in an _ historian. It 
makes an important book sparkkKng read- 
ing.

The supreme knight of the 
Knights of Columbus last night 
accused a newly-formed Protest- 
ant organization of seeking to stir 
up “religious bigotry” and “divide 
the nation into hostile religious. 
camps.” 

Supreme Knight John E. Swift, 
in a statement which said he 
spoke for the Membership of the- 
Catholic Jaymen’s organization, as. 
serted that the new Protestant 
group was “dominated by a faw 
persons Who wish to impose their 
biased political opinions upon all 
American citizens of every relig- 
ious denomination.” “ 

The new organization, named 
the Protestants and Other Amer- 
icans United for the Separation of 
Church and State, issued a state- 
ment calling for abolition of the 
post of envoy to the Vatican and 
the barring of the use. of publie 
funda for parochial school atu- 
denta, ™~ 

Swift's statement asserted that 
the President of the United States 
probably would maintain a diplo- 
matic representative at the Vati- 
can “as long as the United States 
Government may profit from this 
arrangement,” and defended Cath- 
olic policies toward public aid for 
schools, 

“The manifesto . brazenly 
charges,” Swift said, “that any 
American who holds the common- 
sense political opinion that a paro- 
chial school child, like any other 
American school child, has a right 
tu ride in a public school bus is* 
disloyal to the American tradition 
of separation of church and 
state.” 

The new group, Swift continued, 
questions the patriotism of “any 
Catholic, Jew, Protestant

THE BRITISH EMBASSY is dark, monu- 


mental, and magnificent with gfeat portraits of 
the kings and queens, marble columns, and worn 
red carpet on the grand staircase. It puts forth 
a fitting, specific feeling of the country it repre- 
sents but, purely architecturally, it was better 
guited to the austere and pious personality of 
Lord Halifax, the last Ambassador from Great 
Britain, than to the sunny and casual warmth of 
Mr. Big Nose, which is what the Chinese named 
Inverchapel when he was posted there, 

Mr. Big Nose, who looks exactly like a stalwart 
American Indian chief, may be past retirement 
age~he is 65-—but he is more blooming with 
health than lots of sprigs in the diplomatic serv- 
ice. The years sit very lightly on him, 

He was here in Washington from 1911 to 1913 
—he was Archibald Clark-Kerr in thos« pre- 
knighthood days--as an attache under Lord 
Bryce. The local society columns haven't changed 
much since then. They referred to him then as 
“darling Archie Kerr, with his yellow curls.” 
Darling Archie says today that sych of the curls 
asx are icft are mouse colored now, the girls he 
danced with then are now grandmothers, the 
trees have grown somowhat larger and the town 
is bigger, but aside from these thir~s Washing- 
ton is pretty much the same 
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THE BRITISH EMBASSY staff at that time 
numbered nine in all. “Now,” says his lordship, 
“we have 447, and I am the 448th.” The embacsy 
residence is staffed by 25 servants, In the inter- 
ests of coziness and easy communication, some 
of the larger and more dungeon-like of the rooms 
in the residence are not used. Lady Inverchapel 
brought some of her own things along to lighten 
the general heaviness. 

Lady Inverchapel, dressed in a tweedy green 
suit, was alone when I was ushered up through 
the marble halls to a little sitting room for tea. 
She looks like a figurine or a peyfect wax doll, 
very tiny, rather round, with short, blonde, curly 
hair, porcelain skin, tiny features and big biack 
eyes, She is very feminine, rather quict, dircct 
and unpretentious, In a fow moments, the Am- 
bassador came in. He stood behind Sir John 
Balfour, the senior minister, and shoved Sir John 
in ahead of him. “This is the Ambassador,” Lord 
Inverchapel said. “Doesn't he look much more 
like an Ambassador than I do?” Sir John looks, 
as a matter of fact, like a charming Edwardian 
eccentric. He, also, has been here before—in the

BOTH THE AMBASSADOR and Sir John 
work until 8 or 9 o'clock at night. The Inver- 
chapels don’t get to nearly all the parties, but 
they try to make the more important ones, 
usually swinging once around the room as their 
predecessors, the Halifaxes, did.. They either go 
out or have people in alriost every evening for 
dinner. Her ladyship likes around 18 guests, and 
she works with the help of Miss Irene Boyle, the 
social attache who came to Washington several 
ambassadors ao. 

Inverchapel came here from Moscow, where he 
was a notably successful diplomatist. The fact 
that he had been Jiving in the Soviet Union led 
the late Mrs. Evalyn Walsh McLean, the well 
known Washington hostess, when someone asked 
her if she had invited the new British Ambasea- 
dor to a party she was giving to remark, “Hell, 
no, what do I want with that Communist’”

Training Be 


Injurious?

ILL universal military train- 
gs | corrupt oug sons? 
t a recent convention of 
the Kansas State Women’s Chrie- 


tlan Temperance Union, these sin- \ 


cere and loyal American citizens 
adopted a resolution containing 
the following sentence: “It (uni- 
versal military training) will take 
our boys away from the Christian 
atmosphere of their homes and 
put them in a_ liquor-infested 
army.” That sentence puts into 
21 words a volume of honest home 
anxiety. But in it are two vital 
misconceptions. 


Firat, considerably more than 
half the boys of the United States 
do not live in Christian homes; 
and second, not a single trainee 
would he in the Army—“liquor- 
infested” or otherwise. 
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AS FOR that word “Christian,” 
it would have been more accuraté 
to use the word “religious.” There 
are sevéral million Jews in Ameri- 
ea, and the children of Jewish 
homes receive religious instruc- 
tion that makes the average 
Christian home self-conscious, to 
say the least! More to the point, 
however, nearly half the popula- 
tion of the United States is not 
related to any religion, does not 
belong to a church or synagogue 
of any faith. A copy of the World 
Almanac will enable you to con- 
firm this statement. 


The moral safeguards recom- 
mended by the President’s com- 
mission and actually in force at 
the Fort Knox Experimental Unit, 
with the recommended opportuni- 
ties for religious training under 
the several faiths, would give all 
American boys at least a sample 
of what only a few more than 
half now recelve.

BEYOND THESE direct moral 
and religious values, the plan 
would make available to boys of 
no religious faith, instruction in 
those fundamental principles from 
which all moral values stem. We 
are convinced that this moral en- 
vironment provided for young 
citisens in training camps and 
atations would be far superior to 
the environmegs in which tens of 
thousands of ese boys live in 
their home communities. 


As to putting boys in_ the 
“liquor-infested army,” under the 
plan, it would still require an act 
of Congress to induct them. They 
would not be subject to court- 
martial, they would not be under 
the Articles of War, they would 
not be in a military uniform, they 
could not be sent overseas. In 
these particulars, they would be 
no néarer the army than they 
would be in their own homes, The 
Citizens Advisory Commission in 
Loulaville, Kentucky, made up of 
representative clergymen of the 
three faiths, not only unanimously 
commends the Fort Knox plan, 
but declares that it should be 
made universal.

Y purpose in reproducing

Notes on Hanging Wallpaper. 


N case you feel that life doesn’t 

begin until you've tried hanging 

wall paper, here are a few point- 
ers on the subject that may come 
in handy. 

Remove as many wall and ceil- 
ing fixtures as possible before you 
start hanging. If fixtures cannot 
he removed the paper will have to 
he split and fitted around as neat- 
ly as possible, 

The surface must be clean with 
no interior dampness if the paper 
is going to stay up. And be aure 
to use only the best quality size 
and paste. 

If you decide to paper the ceil- 
ing this should be done before the 
walls, To get the first strip even 
on the ceiling, make a chalk line 
parallel with one wall. This line 
should be about two inches less 
than the width of the paper from 
from the wall. Use this line as a 
guide for the outer edge of the 
first strip and turn the odd two 
inches of paper down the wall. 
Ceiling paper should run parallel 
to windows, not across, 
any wrinkle as you go, don't try 
to fix them after the paste has 
set. 

On walls, drop a plumb line to 
get the first strip vertical and 
plumb other strips from time to 
time. When turning corners don't 
try fooling with wide strips—%

ON MILLER, when he got into

him went beyond the call of duty 
and reclaimed him. Now the boy 
who wae going the ensy way 
toward crime ia headed toward an 
upright life The lawyer who 
helped him without a fee has a 
richer reward, 

Don Miller of Collinsville was 
the product of a broken home. 
His parents were divorced when 
he was a child so young he has 
no recollection of his father, His 
mother, to whom his custody was 
awarded, married again and the 
boy had the doubtful benefit of 
being reared under the rule of a 
harsh stepfather. 

Through grade school and two 
vears of high school he went, un- 
encouraged and making low 
grades, though with awakening in- 
terest they improved toward the 
last. Denied the spending money 
allowed to other kida, he filehed 
small summa from hia atepfather, 
which brought the threat of the 
law, but he returned the money 
and there was no _ prosecution. 
Another time he was charged with 
stealing pedigreed rabbits from 
another boy and pleaded guilty 
but was released on probation to 
his mother. 

Early last year he went to 
work at a bowling alley in Ed- 
wardsville, earning $10 a week 
and extras which enabled him to 
live away from home and escape 
the intolerable situation 
there, with his stepfather refusing 
to speak to him. With the com- 
ing of warm weather patronage 
fell off at the bowling alley and 
his earnings diminished. There 
came a time when he didn’t earn 
enough to pay room rent and 
buy food. 

One day he left a window at 
the bowling alley unfastened and 
in the night he climbed through 
it and took the proprietor's pistol 
and obtained $10 on it from a 
tavern keeper with the under- 
standing that he could reclaim it 
later, expecting, as he saya, to 
return it to the owner. 

At the age of 17 he was ar- 

rested and charged with burglary 
and larceny, for.which he might 
have been sent to prison with the 
likelihood that he would be con- 
firmed ‘in a career of crime. 
» When the boy was arraigned 
in circult court at Edwardsville, 
Judge E. F. Bareis asked him if 
he had a lawyer and Don said 
no and he didn’t have money to 
hire one. Judge Bareis gianced at 
the lawyers in court that morn- 
ing and without particular dis- 
crimination, merely complying 
with the law, appointed James C. 
Monroe Jr, of Collinsville to de- 
fend the accused. This meant. of 
course, that the lawyer would re- 
celve no compensation, 

Monroe, taking his appointment 
seriously, talked with the boy, 
admonishing him to tell the truth, 
and Don said yes, he entered the 
bowling alley through the window 
that he had left unfastened and 
he took the gun and pawned it 
with the tavern keeper, hoping te 
redeem it and restore it to the 
owner, That, under the law, made 
it a case of burglary and larceny 
and the boy was likely to get an 
indeterminate sentence to prison. 

Monroe wanted to save the boy 
from that, so he talked it over 
with State's Attorney C. W. Bur- 
ton, who agreed that if Don would 
plead guilty he would recommend 
probation. When the case was 
called on June 27 the boy pleaded 
guilty but Burton changed his 
mind. He took the position that 
the boy, having acknewledged his 
guilt, should have some punish-

West, sensing that dummy 
would be short of spades, opened 
a trump to cut down its ruffing 
power. Declarer won and re 
turned his singleton club—which 
was pretty much a waste of time. 
West put up the ace and led an- 
other heart. Now, back in his 
own hand, declarer led a low 
spade, but it was a futile gesture. 
East overtook West's spade nine 
in order to lead still another round 
of trumps, and South's contract 
was hopeless. 

On the bidding, South could 
know that all or almost all of the 
missing high cards must be in 
West’s hand. If West had three 
hearts and could continue leading 
the suit, there would be no chance 
to ruff a spade in dummy, but it 
was quite possible that West had 
started with only two hearts, and 
if that was the case, perhaps 
something could be done ahout if. 

The right line of play was to 
go to the diamond king at the 
second trick and return a apade 
toward the closed hand, putting 
in the ten (or even a lower card) 
when East played low. West 
would win with the king and lead 
his remaining heart. Now, after 
winning, declarer should make the 
greatest possible effort to keep 
West, rather than his partner, on 
lead, and to that end the logical 
play would be the spade queen! 
After taking this trick, West 
would be helpless. He could not 
stop declarer from ruffing a spade 
in dummy, and this would estab- 
lish South's two long cards in 
the suit.
